ATA  MEETING  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Niagara 
District,  held  at  the  Court  House  in  the  Town  of  Niagara, 
(>n  the  31st  Day  of  March,  1832,  pui-suantto  the  following 
Kequisition  : — 

MOTICE. 

AT  the  request  ofa  number  of  the  most  respectable 
Yeomanry  of  the  District  of  Niagara,  I  hereby  give 
Notice,  that  a  Meeting  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  3ist 
day  of  March,  mstant,  at  the  Court  House,  in  the  Town 
of  Niagara,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  present  state  of  the  Province,  and  to  adopt  an  Address 
to  liis  Majesty,  King  William  the  Fourth,  expressive  of 
public  opinion  on  matters  connected  with  the  prosperity 
and  V  olfare  of  the  Province. 

JOHN  RIDD,  Sherif, 

Acting  in  the  absence  of 
RICHARD  LEONARD. 

Niagara,  2Uh  March,  1832. 

MR.  JOHN  KIDD,  Acting  Sheriff,  read  the  Notice, 
and  directed  the  Meeting  to  appoint  a  Chairman  and  pro- 
ceed to  their  deliberations. 

MR.  JAMES  COOPER  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Lewis 
Clement,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  P.  V.  C.  Secord.— Mr. 
Wni.  WOODRUFF  was  nominated  and  seconded — upon 
which  a  division  was  called  ;  but  owing  to  the  confusion 
and  impossibility  of  correctly  deciding  in  favour  of  either 
Candidate,  the  Sheriff  desired  the  Meeting  to  adjourn 
outside,  in  front  of  the  Court  House  ;  at  which  place  Mr. 
Cooper  was  again  proposed,  and  Elected  Chairman,  and 
Mr.  Wm.  D.  MILLER  appointed  Secretary. 

Robert  Dickson,  Esq.  then  addressed  the  Meeting  at 
some  length — explaining  the  object  of  assembling  on  that 
occasion — elucidated  the  subjects  he  intended  to  propose 
certain  Resolutions  upon — and  then  introduced  them  seve- 
rally in  the  following  order — and  afterwards  submitted  the 
ADDRESS  to  His  Majesty  founded  on  those  Resolutitions 
for  Adoption  : — 

RElSOIiUTIOlVI^. 

Proposed  by  Robert  Dickson,  Esq.  seconded  by  Dr. 
Muirhe  id,  and  carried  unanimously — 

1st.  REfJOLVED — That  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District 
of  Niagara,  in  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  are  well  a- 
ware  that  the  true  Constitutional  channel  of  approaching 
His  i>Iajesty  by  Public  Address,  is,  through  the  Popular 
Hranchofthc  Legislature:  but,  at  the  present  crisis  of  Po- 
litical diascntion,  when  the  tranquility  of  the  Province  is 
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disturbed  by  the  insidious  attempts  of  disaffrcl3d  and  dis- 
contented  Demagogues,  to  alienate  the  affections  of  a  hap- 
py and  contented  People  from  their  allegiance  to  their 
King—We  trust  that  His  Majesty  will  pardon  any  unusual 
or  irregular  course  adopted  by  his  subjects,  to  express 
their  disapprobation  of  such  seditioup  principles. 

2d.  Resolved— That  an  alarming  excitement  has 
been  created  through  the  Province,  by  means  of  Reli- 
gious Fanaticism  and  the  exertions  of  designing  and  rest- 
less individuals;  who,  by  misrepresentation  arid  a  base 
syf.'tem  of  open  and  avowed  opposition  to  British  Rule, 
would,  if  misrepresentation  were  permitted  to  prevail  un- 
contradicted, disseminate  principles  leading  to  anarchy 
and  confusion,  and  ultimately  sever  this  Colony  from  the 
I3rilish  Crown — seconded  by  Geo.  Ball,  Esq. 

Sd.  Resolved— That  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District  of 
Niagara  deem  it  a  duty  they  owe  to  their  King,  thnir 
Country  of  adoption  and  birth,  and  to  themselves,  to  ex- 
press in  the  most  unequivocal  terms  their  just  indignation 
at  men  whose  actions  ^nd  words  cannot  fail  to  convince 
unprejudiced  minds,  that  they  aim  at  disobedience  to  the 
Civil  Magistrate,  and  set  at  defiance  peace,  order  and  good 
Government — seconded  bv  Geo.  Adams,  Esq. 

4th.  Resolved— That  up  to  this  late  period  the  loyal  In- 
habitants of  the  District  oi"  Niagara  have  intentionally  ab- 
stained from  any  public  expression  of  indignation  at  the 
Beditious  acts  and  selfish  designs  of  the  intriguing  votaries 
of  Democracy,  convinced  that  the  loyalty  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  old  and  wealthy  District,  after  the  privations 
and  sufferings  they  have  already  endured  in  defence  of 
His  Majesty's  Possessions  during  the  late  War,  fighting 
under  the  immortal  BROCK,  would,  to  latest  posterity,  en- 
sure the  confidence  of  their  King— seconded  bylhomas
